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Food  supplies  in  most  lines  during  the  vdnter  and  spring  of  19/t.2  v/ill 
be  larger  than  a  year  ago  but  probably  will  sell  at  somewhat  higher 
prices.    The  harvest  of  194-1  crops  affecting  food  supplies  in  194-2 
generally  are  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  most  recent  years.  Present 
prospects  for  fresh  crops  normally  harvested  during  vd.nter  and  spring 
look  good  and,  barring  freezes  or  other  abnormal  factors,  supplies 
should  shov/  increases  ^-^ver  last  year.    lYith  more  money  to  spend  than  in 
recent  years,  consumers  are  spending  more  either  for  greater  quantities 
or  at  hi.gher  prices. 

Oranges  and  graoef n\it  are  in  full  season  now  and  v^ill  continue  so 
until  spring,  unless  the  crop  is  reduced  by  freezes.    During  these 
months  oranges  and  grapefruit  normally  are  cheapest  for  they  are  in 
greater  supply  than  during  late  spring,  summer,  and  early  fall. 

Oranges  arc  more  plentiful  than  last  year  and  should  continue  so  through- 
out the  vrinter  months  unless  unfavorable  v/eather  occurs  in  producing 
.areas.    Florida  is  now  shipping  the  mid-season  varieties  with  Florida 
Valencias  expected  in  a  month  to  six  vreoks.    California  ships  Ma vol 
oranges  from,  late  November  until  late  spring. 

The  grapefruit  croo  is  not  quite  so  lieav;,^  as  last  year  and  prices  are 
higher.    Quality  is  reported  as  good.    Florida  is  shipping  both  the 
seeded  and  seedless  varieties,  as  also  is  Texas;  quite  a  large  volume 
of  "Pinks"  are  coming  from  Texas  also.     Tangerines  are  considerably 
higher  priced  than  last  year  vdth  a  much  shorter  crop.     Supplies  of 
lemons  for  fresh  shipment  look  about  as  good  as  last  year. 

For  the  ^first  part  of  1942,  larger  pork  supplies  than  a  year  ago  are 
expected.    A  record  1942  pig  crop  is  anticipated.     Governm.ont  purchases 
of  pork  and  lard  under  the  Food-for-ijefense  progra.m  in  194-2  v/ill  be 
equivalcmt  to  the  products  from,  about  12  million  hogs,  but  supplies 
remaining  for  domestic  consumption  vriLll  not  differ  greatly  from  the 
current  year.    Slaughter  supplies  of  pork  during  recent  months  have  been 
smaller  than  a  year  earlier,  but  the  194-1  spring  pig  crop,  from  which 
current  marketings  come,  was  slightly  larger  than  a  year  earlier. 
Slaughter  is  increasing  seasonally  but  the  peak  probably  Tri.ll  be  later 
than  a  ye-ar  ago  because  farmers  are  feeding  more  and  marketing  at 
heavier  weights.    The  full  effects  of  the  larger  crop  and  heavier 
weights  m^ay  not  be  reflected  until  late  winter. 

Beef  supplies  probably  will  be  large  compared  wdth  most  recent  years, 
except  194-1.    The  number  of  high  grade  carcasses  probably  mil  be  less 
than  a  year  ago  because  fewer  cattle  vrere  put  on  feed.     This  may  mean  a 
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Td-der  spread  th.an  a  year  earlier  betY.'Ocn  the  upper  and  lovrer  grades  oi 
slaughter  cattle.     It  my  be  an  excellent  opportunity  to  er^phasize  some 
of  the  less  expensive,  but  equally  nutritious cuts  v/hich  can  be  pre- 
pared T;ell  if  given  proper  attention  and  time. 

Sgg  production  is  increasing  seasonally,  the  lo-v;  point  having  been 
reached  in  Movonbor,     Increasing  supplies  of  fresh  eggs  are  expected 
from  now  until  spring  vrlth  prices  declining  seasonally.    The  number  of 
hens  on  farms  is  larger  than  last  year  and  record  egg  production  is 
expected.     Purchases  of  e'ggs  by  Govemi-nent  for  the  5*00 d-for-QC fens e 
Prograri  may  be  honvj  but  supplies  for  dom.estic  consumers  about  the  sam.e 
as  la.st  year  may  be  anticipated. 

Dried  beans  are  in  larger  supply  than  last  year.    I]ven  "vvith  substantial 
bean  purchases  by  the  jovemm.ent,  the  supply  remaining  for  dom.estic  con- 
sumption is  higher,  at  higher  price  levels,  than  h.as  preva.iled  in  recent 
years . 

Rice  is  slightly  lower  in  supply  than  in  tlie  last  couple  of  years  but  as 
large  as  in  previous  recent  years.    The  1941  rice  acreage  planted  and 
harvested  v/as  larger  than  any  recent  years.    Anticipated  production 
early  in  the  fall  also  was  large.    However,  a  September  hurricane  in 
the  s-outhern  rice  belt,  followed  by  abnormally  wet  v/eather,  reduced 
harvest  considerably  so  that  current  supplies  are  slightly  less  than 
last  year,  but  apparently  are  adequate  to  r.cet  normal  requirem.ents . 
The  price  advances  of  tlio  past  feir  months  follovred  the  dov/nward  adjust- 
ments in  the  estimated  crop  caused  by  the  difficult  har^/est  situation. 
Prices  of  long  grain  varieties  have  advanced  Piore  than  short  grains. 
The  short  grains  constitute  most  of  the  dom.estic  supply. 

Fresh  produce  is  no-;r  m^oving  from  southern  and  southv/estem  producing 
areas.    General  prPspects  are  favorable  for  increasing  shipm.ents  unless 
frosts  cut  the  supply.     Lima  beans  and  snap  beans  of  favorable  quality 
are  m.oving  out  of  Florida  in  heavier  supply  than  last  year.    Now  crop 
cabbage  is  coming  frori  Florida,  Texas,  and  California  in  considerably 
larger  volume  tha.n  last  year.    Spinach  is  ,  rmich  heavier  than  last  year 
and,  vn.th  favorable  weather,  is  expected  to  continue.    Supplic-s  of 
fresh  tomatoes  are  expected  to  continue  light.

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Fresh  vegetables  are  now  coming  from  the  far  So'^th,  Southwest,  and  Cal- 
ifornia.    Relatively  large  supplies  for  this  period  of  the  year  are  in 
prospect.     During  the  first  part  of  January  cold  weather  retarded  shipments 
and  growth  to  some  extent,  hut  for  most  vegetable  crops  movement  has  been 
larger  than  a  year  ago.     In  most  lines  the  estimated  production  is  larger 
than  last  year.     The  frost  season  is  not  over  as  yet,  so  prospects  may 
be  altered  appreciably  if  damaging  freezes  occur. 

Cabbage ,  both  storage  and  fresh,  is  available  in  larger  quantities  than 
last  year.    Fresh  shipments  are  increasing,  with  further  increases  ex- 
pected.    Indicated  production  in  the  early  States  (Ariz. ,  Calif. ,  Fla. , 
and  Tex.)  is  more  than  50  percent  larger  than  last  year.     The  quality 
of  current  marketings  is  reported  as  fair  to  good. 

Fresh  celery  from  Florida,  is  expected  to  increase  rapidly  during  early 
February.     Shipments  from  soaie  of  the  important  producing  areas  in  Cali- 
fornia are  declining.     Total  shipments  have  been  heavier  during  recent 
weeks  than  a  year  earlier  and  are  expected  to  continue  so. 

Carro ts  have  been  moving  in  larger  quantities  than  last  year.     The  es^rly 

crop  is  estimated  as  about  the  same  as  a  year  ago.     Peak  shipments  from 

California  may  be  expected  by  the  latter  part  of  the  month.     The  movement 

from  Texas  has  been  light,  but  is  expected  to  increase  when  weather  permits. 

Supplies  of  potatoes  are  less  than  last  year.     January  1  stocks  of  storage 
potatoes  are  about  7  percent  smaller  than  a  year  earlier  but  slightly  above 
the  10-year  (1931-40)  average.     Practically  all  the  potatoes  now  available 
to  consumers  come  from  storage  supplies.     The;"-  will  continue  to  be  an  im- 
portant factor  in  determining  potato  prices  until  late  spring  or  early 
summer.     Some  new  potatoes  are  being  shipped  from  Florida  where,  although 
acreage  is  somewhat  less  than  last  year,  production  is  slightly  larger. 
Planting  reports  on  winter  and  early  potatoes  —  marketed  from  now  until 
late  spring  —  show  a  smaller  acreage  than  last  year.     New  potatoes  will 
not  be  coming  in  any  sizable  quantities  until  about  April. 

Snap  beans,  peppers,  eggplant,  and  cucumbers  were  hurt  drastically  by  heavy 
rains  in  Florida  during  mid-Janiiary.     Lima  beans  were  damaged  only  slightly. 
An  increase  in  shipments  of  lima  beans  is  expected  during  the  first  part 
of  February,  as  also,  of  beets  from  Texas. 

Lettuce  prospects  during  the  next  month  look  favorable,  with  shipments  in- 
creasing seasonally  from  a  somewhat  larger  crop  than  a  year  ago.  Quality 
is  reported  as  good  in  California  and  A-rizona.     Rains  have  adversely 
affected  to  some  extent  the  quality  of  the  Florida  crop.

Onion  supplies  arc  short,  January  1  stocks  "being  24  percent  less  than 
a  year  ago  and  the  lowest  since  1935.     In  the  eastern  and  central  States 
stocks  are  shorter  than  in  the  western  States.     Consumers  are  dependent 
on  storage  onions  for  their  supplies  until  the  latter  part  of  April  or 
early  May,  when  the  new  crop  "begins  to  move  from  Texas.     Intended  acreage 
reports  for  new  crop  onions  show  plantings  almost  twice  as  large  as  last 
year.     However,  Texas  acrea.ge  last  year  was  very  low.     Louisiana  and 
California  also  show  larger  acreage,  although  they  are  not  so  important 
as  Texas  in  the  production  of  early  onions. 

The  crop  of  winter  o range s  is  the  largest  on  record.    Fe"bruaiy  is  ahout 
the  mid-month  in  the  orange  season  and  heavy  supplies  may  be  expected. 
Early  and  mid-season  oranges  from  Florida  are  a"bout  through  shipping  "but 
Florida  Valencias  will  "begin  soon,   so  that  there  will  "be  no  interruption 
in  the  supply  of  Florida  fruit.     California  Navel  oranges  continue  to  go 
to  market  in  large  volume.     They  will  constitute  the  California  supply 
until  late  spring  when  California  "Valencias  take  over.     Grange  prices 
have  been  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  ago,  although  the  spread  has  been 
narrowing  in  recent  weeks. 

Grapefruit  is  in  the  height  of  its  season.     Shipments  both  from  Texas  and 
Florida  have  been  relatively  large,  v/ith  prices  in  recent  weeks  only 
slightly  higher  than  last  year.     (Quality  is  good.    Eeavy  shipments  are 
expected  to  continue  until  early  spring. 

Egg  production  normally  increases  at  this  time  of  the  year.     The  usual 
seasonal  decline  in  price  has  not  taken  place  thus  far.     with  a  larger 
number  of  layers  on  the  farms,  egg  production  will  be  heavier  in  February 
this  year  than  last  year's  large  production.    However,  purchases  for 
military  and  Lend~Lease  use  have  been  heavy.     The  supply  of  eggs  avail- 
able for  civilian  use  during  late  winter  is  expected  to  be  approximately 
the  same  as  a  year  ago. 

The  supply  of  fryers  and  broilers  is  large  for  this  period  of  the  year. 
This  is  the  result  of  comparatively  heavy  marketings  of  fresh-killed 
poultry  as  well  as  large  storage  stocks.     Fryers  now  are  the  best  buy 
in  poultry. 

Butter  production  is  expected  to  be  somewhat  smaller  than  the  correspond- 
ing month  last  year,  but  stocks  in  storage  are  materially  larger.  Butter 
prices  are  slightly  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and.  if  they  follow  a 
normal  seasonal  trend,  may  be  expected  to  continue  so  during  the  early 
part  of  the  year  but  thej  probably  will  be  lower  during  the  second  part 
of  the  year.

Orange  prices  'have  been  below 
those  of  last  year,  and  grapefmit  prices  hrive  been  above  in  t'le  .last  ; 
few  weeks.    Apple  supplies  are  smaller' tlian  last  year,    .o.rticularly  in 
some  varieties,  alt,hourh  stocks  of  Western  Delicious  ';.re  relatively  heavy, 
Yfinter  pear  stocks  r.re  more  plentiful  this  ;/car  than  last.

Production  of  dom.estic  faty  and  .-^il.s  (lard,  tallov;,  so^.'bean,  com)  has 
been  running  higher  than  a  year  earlier.    Coconut  and  paLa  kernel  are 
im.ported,  largel;^  from  the  Tacific  area.    Shipping  difficulties  and  the 
T:ar  have  cut  off  most  of  the  imports.    Foods  v/ould  not  be  affected  as  much 
by  lack  of  thf^se  imiports  as  otlier  comm.oaities  using  fkts  and  oils,  v:are  it 
not  that  some  fats  and  oils  ordinarily  used  for  foods  i.ay  be  routed  to 
other  ijses.    Recent  dom^estic  consumioticn  'S  fats  and  oils  lias  been  larger 
than  a  year  earlier.    Also  som.e  lard  is  being  se^it  to  our  allies  -indcr  the 
Lend-L?ase  program.

The  19-41  pack  of 
canned  vegetables  nas  the  largest  on  record.     Trade  re-ports  also  in'±Lcate 
ijoa^n^  shipnonts  of  canned  vegetables  and  loi.7cr  Januar;'"  1,  1942  stocks  for 
nest  iters  thnn  a  year  earlier.    The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  called 
for  a  record  pack  of  canned  vegetables  in  194-2.

Egg  prod,uction  usually  incrcaaes  rapidly  in  'ferch  and  continues  upv-rard  until 
late  April.    Seasor.al  increases  havi;  already  begun  vdth  more  expected.  The 
number  of  eggs  produced  during  the  next  month  is  expected  to  be  larger 
than  last  2Ac^r.    Hcvever,  egg  drjrlng  operations  for  m.ilitar;;'-  and  lend-lease 
purposes  are  taking  large  quantities  v/hich  le-aves  ?.bout  the  s-sme  fi^-rsh 
supply  as  a  year  ago  for  consumers.    An  effort  is  being  made  by  the  Govern- 
ment to  maintain  egg  prices  at  such  levels  as  vri.ll  help  to  insure  sufficient 
supplies  to  take  care  of  military/-  needs  and  usual  homio  consuription. 

Poultry  is  in  heavier  supply  than  a  year  ago.     Broilers  are  coming  to  market 
in  record  num.bers  for  this  time  of  the  year.    Broiler  prices  >!ave  not  gone 
up  as  much  as  have  the  price  of  hens,  nor  as  much  ss  the  price  of  nth':r 
classes  of  chickens.

Prices  have  b /on  lower  than  r_  year  c.go  and  con- 
siderably low-r.-r  than  the  first  T:art  of  the  year.     02^-2^21  'shipm.mt'^  from  Florida 
are  increasing  and  villi  continue  at  a  relatively  high  levjl  for  anv)ther  month 
or  so.    Total  c.;lery  pixiduction  ava'-lai'ie  for  narlret  duri:\g  the  coming  month 
is  larger  than  last  year.    Cauliflower  is  nov:  b'^ing  shj.pped  .i.n  larger  quantities 
than  last  year;  quality  is  good.    Asparagus  lias  b  jen  a  bit  rlower  in  starting 
than  7ras  anticipated  earlier.

Dry  beans  are  an  excellent  source  of  orotein  and  may  be  considered  as  a  partial 
substitute  for  meats. 

Egg  production  is  considerably  higher  than  a  year  ago.    Lcnd-Lease  requirements 
are  talcing  most  of  the  increased  production  for  drying  purposes,  but  suppLies 
available  to  consumers  are  about  the  same  a3  a  year  earlier.    Egg  production  is 
increasing  seasonally  and  suoplies  vail  be  mo?'o  plentiful  during  the  next  month 
than  they  vrcre  during  the  vdntor  soason.    During  the  first  \;eek  of  March,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  v.-as  in  the  !Iev;  York  market  purchasing  top  quality 
eggs  at  30  cents  a  dozen.    At  this  time  last  year,  the  sane  quality  eggs  sold  at 
wholesale  on  the  Nov;  York  market  at  19^  to  20  cents. 

Foul tx^^ supplies  are  larger  than  last  year,  \rita  a  sizeable  increase  in  young 
chickens,  particularly  broilers  and  fryers.    Foi;ls  and  broilers  both  are  higher 
priced  than  they  v;ere  at  this  tine  last  year,  vrlth  a  larger  increase  shov.Ti  for 
foY/ls"  than  broilers. 

Butter  stocks  are  almost  /^  times  as  large  as  they  vrcre  a  year  ago.    Recent  prices 
have  continued  at  steady  levels.    i!ilk  production  is  Jargcr  than  it  yras  last 
year;  military  and  Lond-L'^ase  requirements  for  evaporated  and  dried  millc  and 
ch 'ese  are  taking  a  good  portion  of  the  increase.    Relatively  high  production 
of  dairy  products  is  expected  to  continue. 
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Fresh  vegetables  during  the  first  half  of  April  will  be  more  plentiful 
than  they  were  during  the  previous  two  weeks ,  although  the  increase  vfill 
not  bfe  as  large  as  anticipated  earlier,    V/et,  cold  v/eather  during  early 
riarch  delayed  growth  in  a  number  of  items,    ''ost  significant  reductions 
are  in  lim.a  beans,  snap  beans,  cucumbers,  gmen  peas,  r'reen  Deppers,  and 
tomatoes .

The  asparagus  season  gets  into  full  svring  in  •'^pril.    Shipments  so  far 
this  spring  have  been  comparatively  light  because  of  cold,  wet  v/eather. 
The  California  crop  is  reported  as  slightly  smaller  than  last  year.  Kow 
much  of  the  crop  will  be  shipped  fresh  cannot  be  accurately  deteiTnined  at 
this  time,  for  normally  part  of  it  is  canned.    However,  it  seems  probable 
that  the  amount  marketed  in  fresh  form  will  be  as  large  as  last  year. 
Other  areas  which  market  between  late  f'arch  and  early  ?ay  have  a  somewhat 
larger  crop  than  last  year.

Fresh  fruit  and  vegetable  prices  generally  decline  throughout  the  summer 
as  market:.ngs  increase.    Production  is  increasing  seasonally  on  many  vege- 
tables, also  on  some  fruits,  such  as  strawberries.    The  producing  areas 
from  which  marketings  are  now  being  made  are  mo^T-ng  northv^ard  "i\ath  the 
advance  of  spring.    The  season  has  been  retarded  in  a  n-umber  of  producing 
areas  by  cold,  wet,  unfavorable  weather.    However,  prospects  for  May,  in 
general,  look  favorable.    Seasonal  increases  are  expected  in  mariy  items. 
For  the  next  few  Vv'-eeks,  supplies  compared  vdth  a  year  ago  are  expected 
to  be:

Big  news  in  vegetable  supplies  throughout  m.ost  of  May  Ydll  be  lettuce 
and  spinach.    Much  larger  crops  than  a  year  ago  are  expected.  Agricul- 
tural Marketing  Administration  is  conducting  a  campaign  among  consumers 
and  distributors  to  help  move  the  large  lettuce  sipplies  expected 
May  11-25. 
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0 range 5  and  grapefruit  are  never  as  plentiful  in  summer  months  as  in 
"vdnter  months.    Supplies  usually  begin  to  di-op  off  in  May.    This  May, 
supplies  of  Valencia s  probably  -will  be  smaller  than  last  May,  Navel 
orange  season  is  practically  over,  but  Valencias  both  from  Florida 
and  California  are  now  condng  to  ms.rket.    Prices  may  be  considerably 
above  last  year's.    Llay  will  see  the  tapering  off  of  the  grapefruit 
season,  so  prices  can  be  expected  to  be  higher  than  in  recent  weeks. 

Poultry  supplies  for  most  of  the  summer  are  e:cpected  to  be  larger  than 
a  yoar  ago.-    Last  spring  marketing  of  broilers  was  at  a  record  level. 
Marketings  of  broilers  during  the  next  month  probably  "will  be  at  least 
as  large  as  a  year  ago,  and  for  the  rest  of  the  summer  they  are  ex- 
pected to  be  much  larger  than  usual , 

Egg  production  still  continues  heavy  and,  although  prices  are  considerably 
above  a  year  ago,  eggs  are  nov/  in  seasonally  heav;;-  ffapply. 

Supplies  of  lamb  during  Llay  probably  will  be  some'-^hat  less  than  a  year 
earlier.    The  spring  lamb  crop  has  met  vdth  vmfavorable  conditions  in 
many  areas  so  that  marketings  probably  v.all  not  be  at  as  large  a  volume 
as  was  expected  earlier  in  the  year. 

Butter  stocks  are  much  larger  than  a  year  ago.  I'ilk  production  is  at 
its  peak  during  Jiuie-.  L'uch  of  the  increased  milk  production  is  going 
into  chee se  and  evaporated  milk.

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Vegetable  supplies  during  the  next  few  Tv-eeks  will  be  on  the  upgrade  and  also 
larger  than  a  year  ago.     Increases  over  last  year  are  expected  in  asparagus, 
smp  beans,  cabbage ,  onions,  green  peas,  green  peppers,  and  s t r avrbcrrTes^ 
Asparagus  v/ill  be  available  thro\:ighout  the  rest  of  }4ay  and  June  from  nearby 
North  Atlantic  and  North  Central  States.     Shipments  of  snap  beans  are  expected 
to  be  in  relatively  heavy  volume  by  the  third  week  in  May.     Cb.bbage  siapplies 
are  larger  tlian  a  year  ago,  although  they  will  not  be  as  large  during  the 
next  few  weeks  as  they  were  a  couidIg  of  months  ago  when  exceedingly  large 
shipments  were  coming  from  the  far  South.     Supplies  of  new  onions  are  con- 
siderably larger  than  last  year  with  substantial  declines  from  recent  prices. 
Onion  supplies  are  not  orJLy  larger  tha,n  a  year  ago  but  are  somewhat  above 
averages  for  recent  prior  years.    Prospects  for  green  peas  are  better  than 
last  year  but  still  substantially  below  averages  for  recent  prior  years. 
The  quantity  and  quality  of  green  peas  available  from  Virginia  and  North 
Carolina  during  the  next  few  weeks  will  depend  upon  weather  conditions, 
Thsre  is  some  indication  that  dr^-  weather  hn,s  h-ad  some  adverse  effects  on 
growth.     Prospective  supplies  of  green  poppers  from  Florida  are  considerably 
above  a  year  ago.     Relatively  large  shipments  may  be  expected  throughout  the 
rest  of  May  and  June, 

Marketings  of  new  potatoes  are  increasing  seasonally,  but  throughout  the  re- 
mainder of  Ma.y  they  are  expected  to  be  somewhat  below  last  year.    The  season 
for  old  potatoes  is  drawing  to  a  close  with  relatively  light  supplies  left 
in  storage.    Due  to  relatively  light  supplies  of  old  potatoes  and  a  new  crop 
about  the  same  as  last  year,  it  is  probable  tha.t  prices  during  the  next 
several  weeks  will  be  considerably  above  last  year.     Supplies  a.vailable  for 
market  throughout  the  Mid~West  may  be  less  than  a  year  ago  during  June  y/hile 
supplies  in  the  Atlantic  area  may  be  slightly  above. 

Lettuce  has  been  designated  a  Victory  Eood  Special  by  the  Agricultural  Iferketing 
Administration  for  the  period  May  11-25,    Marketings  are  expected  to  be 
particularly  hea.vy.     Iceberg  variety  is  moving  in  large  X'Olume  from  California, 
The  Administration  is  cooperating  with  handlers  and  distributors  in  helping  to 
move  the  large  crop.    Distributors  are  urged  to  assist  in  getting  these  large 
supplies  into  consumption.     Spinach    supplies  also  are  large  with  a  large  portion 
of  current  marketings  now  coming  from  nea.rby  areas.    Large  marketings  of 
tomatoes  are  expected  in  late  May  and  June,    A  considerably  larg(5r  acreage 
than  a  year  ago  was  planted  and  crop  conditions -to  date  are  reported  as  about 
average.    Unless  -unfavorable  weather  intervenes,  it  is  probable  that  there  will 
be  large  supplies  on  the  market  during  the  next  several  weeks. 

Supplies  of  dried  beans  continue  to  be  large  with  current  price  trends 
slightly  downward.    During  recent  weeks,  red  kidney  beans  have  been  sell- 
ing at  considerably  less  than  a  year  earlier.    Many  of  the  dried  beans  will 
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not  "be  available  in  canned  form  due  to  limitations  of  tin  supplies.    This  high 
protein  food  may  offer  a  good  substitute  in  the  menu  for  other  protein  foods 
which  have  advanced  in  price  during  recent  months. 

Peak  of  strawberry  marketings  is  expected  the  latter  part  of  this  month  or 
early  in  June.    Supplies  from  the  North  Atlantic  and  ITorth  Central  States 
are  expected  to  "be  considerably  larger  than  a  year  ago  and  slightly  above 
average.    Strawberry  prices  usually  are  lowest  in  late  May  or  J-ione.  Ship- 
ments may  be  expected  to  continue  throughout  July,  but  June  ordinarily  .is 
the  last  month  of  substantial  supplies. 

Supplies  of  oranges  and  grapefruit  are  still  moving  in  relatively  heavy 
volume  although  they  may  be  expected  to  decline  somewhat  throughout  the  rest 
of  May  and  June.    Florida  is  still  shipping  some  Valencia  oranges  and  will 
continue  to  do  so  until  the  middle  of  July.    California  is  also  shipping 
Valencias  and  will  supply  the  market  with  this  variety  throughout  the  summer. 
Grapefruit -is  still  moving  both  from  Florida  and  California  with  prospects 
that  Florida  shipments  will  continue  for  several  more -weeks. 

Supplies  of  Spring  lambs  during  the  next  several  weeks  are  expected  to  be  some- 
what larger  than  a  year  ago.     Supplies  of  pork  available  for  domestic  consumptio 
will  be  considerably  less  than  a  year  ago  despite  larger  slaughter,  Lend-lease 
and  other  military  requirements  are  taking  substantial  portions  of  pork  and 
lard  supplies.    Larger  beef  supplies  than  a  year  earlier  will  offset  a  large 
part  of  the  decrease  in  pork.    Poultry  supplies  are  expected  to  be  considerably 
larger  throughout  the  remainder  of  the  year  than  they  were  a  year  ago.  Broilers 
and  fryers  are  now  coming  on  the  market  in  somewhat  heavier  supply  than  last 
year  v/ith  considerable  increases  expected  by  the  latter  part  of  June;  heavy, 
supplies  are  expected  in  July. 

Egg  production  is  considerably  larger  than  last  year  although  Lend-lease 
requirements  are  heavier  and  are  taking  about  all  of  the  increased  production. 
Hecent  egg  prices  have  been  higher  than  a  year  ago. 

Relatively  high  prices  of  dairy  -oroducts  have  helped  to  maintain  record  milk 
production.     Increased  production  has  been  necessarj'  to  supply  larger  require- 
ments of  cheese,  evaporated  and  dry  skim  milk.    Production  of  these  3  items  has 
been  m.uch  larger  than  a  year  ago  with  Lend-lease  and  military  needs  absorb- 
ing a  big  part  of  the  increase.     Storage  stocks  of  butter  are  much  larger  than 
a  year  ago.     Current  butter  prices  have  been  higher  than  a  year  earlier  v;ith  a 
slight  wholesale  decline  in  the  last  vreek  but  less  than  the  usual  seasonal 
trend.    It  is  probable  that  prices  of  dairy  products  will  not  decline  during  the 
peak  period  of  production  in  June  as  much  as  in  past  years.    Government  price 
supports  to  insure  large  milk  production  and  large  supplies  of  dairy  products 
for  M^T  purposes  will  tend  to  arrest  the  seasonal  trend  in  dairy  product  prices. 
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Watch  for  seasonal  increases  in  supplies  of  these  fruits;     sweet  and  sour 
cherries,  pliirns-,  apricots,  peaches,  Bartlett  pears,  Valencia  oranges,  cantaloups, 
and  Watermelons, 

Compared  with  a  year  ago,  supplies  of  these  are  e::pe::ted  to  "be  larger:  cherries 

(sweet  and  sour),  plums,  apricots,  limes.     Supplies  of  these  are  expected  to 

"be  smaller  than  a  year  ago:     oranges,  lemons,  peaches,  Bartlett  pears,  cantaloups, 

watermelons. 

We  are  edging  into  the  peach  season  with  prospects  for  a  good  crop,  somov/hat 
smaller  than  last  year's  hut  a  good  deal  above  average.    The  1942  crop  in  South- 
em  States  is  not  as  big  as  last  year's  but  last  year's  crop  was  the  biggest  on 
record.    Southern  supplies  are  expected  to  be  sufficiently  large  to  bring  peach 
prices  to  lov;  seasonal  levels  in  July  and  early  Augu.st  in  mjiny  markets,  although 
local  supplies  may  result  in  seasonally  low  prices  in  some  markets. 

Large  increases  are  expected  in  sour  cherries  from  ITorthom  States,  particularly 
New  York,  Michigan,  Washington and  Ore^^on. 

California  Valencia  oranges  are  nov;  moving  to  market  in  voliime  at  prices  moderately 
higher  than  a  year  ago.     The  California  Valencia  orange  crop,  which  is  the  main 
source  of  supply  from  now  until  Florida  begins  shipping  in  the  fall,  is  only 
slightly  smaller  tlian  a  year  ago. 

Lemon  crop  is  smaller  than  last  year;  during  recent  3-ears  only  two-thirds,  approx- 
imately, of  the  Icnon  crop  has  been  -shipped  to  fresh  m?.rkot.     The  remainder  has 
gone  to  manufactu.red  products.     The  quantity  of  lemons  v/hich  will  be  shipped  this 
summer  depends  to  a  great  extent  upon  hov/  hot  the  weather  is.     If  sufficient 
demand  exists  the  supply  sent  to  fresh  market  may  bo  as  large  as  last  year. 

California  Bartlett  pears  will  be  available  the  latter  part  of  June  .and  will 
continue  in  the  majrket  thror.ghout  July  .and  August,  after  which  Wa.shington  and 
Oregon  Bartletts  will  t-ake  over.  The  crop  is  slightly  smaller  thajn  last  year 
with  prospects  that  shipments  for  fresh  consumption  maj"  be  somewhat  less  than 
a  year  earlier. 

Vegetable  supplies,  particularly  from  local  market  gardens,  are  increasing 
seasonally.    Expect  larger  crops  than  last  year  in  these:     snap  beans,  boots, 
cabbage,  carrots,  onions,  Irish  potatoes,  tomatoes.     Expect  smaller  than  la.st 
year's  crops  in:     lima  beans,  celery,  cucumbers,  lettuce,  green  peas. 
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Estimates  of  the  tomato  crop  iiidicatG  nrach  heavier  shipments  during  the  rast 

of  the  ff-onth  than  a  yoar  earlier.     Heavier  tomato  ship^ients  for  this  poriod 

of  the  sea.son  should  ccnie  from  Texas,  Mississij^pi ,  aiid  other  Southern  States  during 

late  Juno  and  carlv  July.    Local  supplies,  which  may  he  a  more  attractive  purchase 

for  home  canning,  will  he  available  later,  during  August  arid  early  Septomhcr. 

Sweet  corn  will  increase  seasonally  throu'^hout  the  next  scvera.l  weo^ts.  ITo 
official  estimates  are  availahle  on  how  much  sweet  corn  will  "bo  availahle  for 
fresh  market,  Imt  shipments  to  date  a.re  ahout  as  large  as  last  year  and  indicators 
point  to  a^hout  the  saiao  supplies  during  the  next  few  weeks  as  were  availaDle  a 
year  earlier. 

Practically  all  potatoes  are  ncv/  coming  from  the  new  crop  of  1942.  Production 
in  areas  which  vill  he  shipping  during  the  next  few  v;eeks  is  slirjhtlj''  a.hove 
last  year. 

The  prospects  look  favoraole  for  a  continuation  of  hoaT/  supplies  of- now  onions 
during  the  next  several  v/eeks. 

Prod'o.ction  of  green  p'-as  for  late  June  ,^nd  early  July  harvest  is  somewhat  helow 
last  3'oajr,  although  mos';  of  the  decrease  occurs  on  the  Pacific  Coa^t. 

Svipplios  of  most  dai ry  prodiicts  arc  ran;;ing  higher  tha;i  a  year  ago.    In  response 
to  wartime  demands,  milk  production  for  production  purposes  is  higher  th^x  last 
year,  with  increases  sho\«rn  for  "butt  sr,  chiosc,  evaporated  and  drj"  skim  milk. 
The  poriod  of  fltish  production  has  just  passed  its  peak,  "but  heavier  production 
tha.n  a  year  a,gc  is  e:xpectcd  to  coi^tirvue.    Tliore  is  more  cheese  availaole  for 
domestic  consumption  in  the  country  now  than  a  year  ago,    llov  is  the  tine  for 
consi.imers  to  step  up  their  cheese  purchases. 

Poultry  sxipplies  are  considera.'bly  heavier  than  last  year.    Eoprrj  marketings 
of  0  roil  or  3  and  fryers  .are  expected  throughout  July.     Zgg  production  has  passed 
its  seasonal  peaic  a.:d  will  decline  from  now  on  until  llovomhor,  hut  production  is 
likely  to  continxie  much  larger  than  a  year  earlier.  .  However,  the  supply  o-vailahle 
for  domestic  civilian  consumption  prohahly  \<all  be  ahout  the  s?jne  as  a  year  ago 
aS  Lend-Le;:,se  and  military  reqtiirements  are  taking  large  quajititios. 

Supply  of  pork  availahlc  for  domestic  civiliaji  consumption  is  less  th^an  a  year  . 
ago,  although  the  1942  pig  crop  which  vail  come  t?   ma.rkv-'t  this  fall  ajid  v.lntcr 
\\ras  considerably  larger  th^ji  a  year  earlier.    War  rcq'jJ.remGnts  are  taking 
large  qv.antity  from  the  a^'ail'thle  pork  supplies  a^id  prooahly  v/ill  continue  to  do 
so  throughout  much  of  the  year,  hut  supplies  will  he  greatly  increased  when  the 
period  of  her.Yj  marketing  starts  this  fall.    Eoef  supplies  are  larger  than  last 
year  vdth  recent  prices  of  "bettor  q.ualit3"  heef  declining  while  some  of  the  lower 
grades  have  advruicod.    Heavier  marketings  th^^je  a  year  ago  are  ejcpectcd  to  continue 
throughout  t"no  si^mmer. 
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V/atch  for  these  four  foods  v;hich  have  been  earmarked  as  Victory  Food  Specials, 
Supplies  are  expected  to  be  heavy.  Compared  with  a  year  ago,  they  will  be  ex- 
ceptionally large.

North  Atlantic  States  producers  of  beets  and  snap  beans  planted  larger  acreage  this 
year.    This,  together  with  favorable  weather,  is  resulting  in  abundant  supplies. 
Marketings  of  these  two  items  should  reach  their  peak  f ollovi  ng  July  h  in  the  areas 
east  of  Ohio  and  north  of  Virginia.    Beets  probably  mil  continue  in  relatively 
large  supply  throughout  most  of  the  summ.er  months.    To  help  provide  larger  quanti- 
ties of  eggs  next  winter  and  spring  farmers  increased  hatching  of  young  chicks. 
This  also  brought  forth  larger  quantities  of  broilers  and  fryer s  w^hich  will  be  a 
welcome  addition  to  the  supply  of  poultry  meat,  and  ^^dll  help  to  meet  the  greater 
demand  for  all  meats.    Broilers  and  fryers  from  spring  hatchings  are  expected  to 
come  to  market -in  seasonally  large  quantities  the  latter  half  of  July  and  continue 
in  plentiful  supply  throughout  the  summer.    These  spring-hatched  chickens  should 
help  to  make  up  for  shorter  domestic  supplies  of  some  cured  meats  caused  by  heavy 
shipments  to  military  outposts  and  our  Allies. 

Largest  supplies  of  peaches  in  many  m.arketing  areas  will  occur  during  late  July  aid 
early  August  when  marketings  frovn  the  Southeastern  area  are  at  their  peak.  South- 
eastern States,  Arkansas,  and  North  Atlantic  Coast  States  have  a  good  crop;  not 
quite  as  large  as  last  year's  exceptional  crop,  but  much  larger  than  average  for 
recent  years.    Some  of  the  North  Central  States  were  hit  by  late  frosts  and  have  a 
much  smaller  crop  than  a  year  ago.    Buyers  close  to  local  supplies  should  watch  for 
local  peak  movements. 

Fresh  California  plums  will  be  comdng  on  the  market  in  slightly  larger  quantities 
than  a  year  earlier.    Bartlett  pears  '.vill  show  up  on  the  miarkot  diiring  early  July 
increasing  throughout  the  rest  of  the  m.onth  and  continuing  ■'ontil  late  fall.  The 
Bartlett  pear  crop  is  slightly  sm.aller  than  last  yuar.    Supplies  on  the  fresh  markc"* 
depend  to  some  extent  upon  the  amount  taken  by  pacific  Coast  canners.  Prospects 
indicate  an  active  canning  demand.     Fresh  supplies  probably  will  bo  smaller  than 
last  year.    Grapes  from  the  '.'lest  Coast  are  now  moving  to  market  and  will  increase 
some  throughout  the  m.onth;  heavier  shipmients  may  be  expected  during  late  summer. 
The  condition  of  the  grape  crop  looks  favorable.     The  California  Valencia  orange 
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crop,  Trihich  providDS  most  of  the  summer  orange  supply,  is  slightly  sm.aller  than  a 
year  ago,    Florida  limes  are'  in  considerably  heavier  supply  than  last  year.  Total 
supplies  of  cantaloups  during-  the  next  several  vrceks  are  expected  to  be  somewhat 
bclo-VT  that  of  a  year  ago  although  East  Coast  areas  may  have  slightly  more  than  last 
year.    Watch  for  peak  supply  periods.    l^Yatermelons  will  increase  seasonally  although 
the  supply  will  bo  less  than  last  year. 

Seasonal  increases  in  many  vegetables  may  be  expected  throughout  the  next  several 
weeks.    Local  market  garden  supplies  will  provide  much  of  the  seasonal  increase. 
Larger  supplies  than  a  year  ago  in  commercial  producing  areas  are  expected  in 
tomatoes,  snap  beans,  beets,  cabbage,  onions.    Smaller  supplies  than  a  year  ago  are 
expected  in  lettuce,  green  peppers,  lima  beans,  celery,  green  peas.    Potato  sup- 
plies during  July  are  expected  to  be  slightly  larger  than  last  year  in  the  East 
while  mid-7i'e stern  production  will  be  somewhat  less.    All  marketings  are  nov;  coming 
from  19h2  plantings. 

Continuation  of  heavy  slaughter  of  beef  is  in  prospect.    Commercial  cattle  slaughter 
diiring  the  period  January-April  19 h 2  was  20  percent  greater  than  a  year  earlier. 
Prices  of  lower  grades  have  advanced  in  recent  v.rceks  while  higher  grades  have  de- 
clined.   Heavier  slaughter  than  a  year  earlier  is  expected  to  continue  throughout 
the  summer.    Pork  slaughter  also  is  heavier  than  last  year;  expectations  are  that 
the  I9I4.2  slaughter  will  be  a  record.    However,  heavy  purchases  for  military  and 
Lend-Lease  needs  are  reducing  the  supply  for  domestic  civilian  needs  to  less  than 
a  year  ago.    Reports  on  the  19U2  spring  pig  crop  promise  greater  increases  in  pork 
supplies  for  slaughter  next  vrinter  and  spring.

Several  changes  have  been  made  in  the  July  Blue  Stamp  food  list  as  compared  ivith 
June:  Dried  prunes  and  fresh  grapefruit  have  been  removed j  fresh  peaches,  fresh 
plums,  fresh  apples,  and  Irish  potatoes  have  been  added  to  the  list. 

The  July  list  is:     ORANGES,  FRESH  PEACHES,  FRESH  PLUklS,  FRESH  APPLES;

V.HOLE-V.IIEAT  (GRAIiAi'i)  FLOUR,  CORIflviEAL,  EOhlM  GRITS. 
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Seasonal  increases  in  supplies  of  fresh  fruit  during  the  second  half  of 
July  may  be  expected  in  peaches,  Bartlett  pears,  plums,  early  apples,  grapes. 
Large  shipments  of  California  Valencia  oranges  and  lemons  are  expected  to 
continue,  although  they  may  be  somewhat  less  than  a  year  ago.  Elberta 
peaches  are  now  moving  from  Southeastern  States  and  will  continue  to  come 
to  market  as  the  season  m.oves  northward.    This  variety,  which  is  excellent 
for  both  eating  fresh  and  canning,  is  in  large  supply  in  Southeastern  States, 
North  Atlantic  States,  and  some  of  the  Western  Mountain  areas*    The  supply 
is  considerably  less  than  a  year  ago  in  the  Northern  Mississippi  and  OJiio 
Valleys.    The  amount  of  Bartlett  pears  vrhich  will  come  to  fresh  market 
probably  will  be  much  the  same  as  la-.t  year  v/hich  v/as  somewhat  less  than 
in  recent  previous  years. 

Fresh  vegetable  supplies  v/ill  also  increase  seasonally  and  probably  v/ill 
be  larger  during  the  remainder  of  the  month  than  during  the  first  part 
and  larger  generally  than  a  year  ago.    Much  of  the  current  supply  will  be 
available  from  local  market  gardens  on  v;hich  there  are  no  official  esti- 
mates, but  climate  and  weather  have  been  favorable  generally  except  in  some 
parts  of  the  Mid-West  which  have  suffered  from  too  much  rain.    Larger' sup- 
plies than  a  year  ago  are  expected  in  snap  beans,  cauliflower,  onions, 
green  peppers,  and  spinach;  smaller  than  a  year  ago:    lima  beans,  celery, 
sweet  corn,  cucumbers,  eggplant,  lettuce,  watermelons,  cantaloups. 

Supplies  of  snap  beans  are  expected  to  be  much  larger  than  last  year.  Green 
peas,  although  slightly  less  than  a  year  ago  for  the  States  shipping  during 
the  next  few  weeks,  will  be  slightly  larger  for  areas  served  by  Eastern  pro- 
duction, but  considerably  smaller  for  markets  usually  dependent  u.pon  Pacific 
Northwest  supply.    Supplies  in  some  of  the  North  Atlantic  Coast  areas  probably 
will  be  about  tl-ie  sam.e  as  a  year  ago  while  supplies  in  the  Mid-West  will  be 
slightly  less  than  last  year.    Supplies  of  sweet  corn  in  North  Atlantic  States 
will  be  somewhat  loss  than  last  year.'  Supplies  throughout' the  Mid-West, 
where  they  can  be  diverted  from  canning  to  fresh  shipments,  may  be  about  the 
same  as  a  year  ago.     Onion  supplies  for  the  next  several  weeks  v/ill  be  larger 
than  last  year  in  practically  all  areas  except  those  which  are  dependent  " 
upon  Iowa  for  their  supplies.    Beets  continue  to  be  in  heavy  supply  in  prac- 
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tically  all  cireas  with  indications  that  they  v/ill  continue  so  tbjroughout^ 
the  remainder  of  the  month,     flarketings  of  tomatoes  are  expected  to  in-  ^ 
crease  seasonally  es  local  supplies  becorae  available prices  may  be  ex- 
pected  to  decline  seasonally  although  they  may  not  be  quite  as  low  as  a 
year  ago, 

Broilers  and  fryers  should  be  coning  on  the  market  in  heavier  supply  the 
latter  half  of  this  month.     Large  increases,  compared  vdth  a  iiezv  ago,  are 
likely  due  to  the  much  larger  hatch  of  yoimg.  chickens  this  past  spring. 
Reports  indicate  that  farmers  mx^y  be  feeding  yoiong  chickens  to  slightly 
heavier  v/eights  than  last  year.     However,  an  increase  over  a  year  ago  in 
the  nujn.bcr  marketed  in  July  is  very  likely  and,  perhaps,  at  slightly 
heavier  weights;  a  larger  supply  of  heavier  weight  chickens  may  be  ex- 
pected later  in  the  summer. 

Egg  production  has  passed  its  seasonal  peak  but  continues  to  be  much 
heavier  than  a  year  ago,  practically  all  the  increase  being  taken  for 
conversion  into  dried  eggs  for  Leud-Leasc  and  military  purposes.  There 
will  be  about  as  many  eggs  available  for  domestic  civilian  use  as  there 
v;ere  a  year  ago  but  at  higher  prici-s. 

ITilk  production  continues  to  be  larger  tlian  last  year's  previous  record 
production.     The  production  of  dairy  products  —  evaporated  milk,  dry 
skim  milk,  and  cheese  —  also  continues  at  record  levels,     Stocks  of 
evaporated  mdlk  are  high,  hut  relatively  larger  quantities  of  milk  have 
been  diverted  during  the  past  couple  of  months  to  butter  and  dry  skim,  milk. 
Butter  production  has  been  sliihtly  less  than  a  year  earlier,  and  stocks 
of  creamery  butter  on  July  1  were  .slightly  smaller  than  last  yoar»s 
unusually  large  stocks.     Choose  production  is  considerably  larger  than  a 
year  ago  and  stocks  of  cheese  also  are  larger  than  last  year.  Supplies 
mado  available  for  military  and  Lcnd-Loasc  purposes  have  been  larger,  but 
commorcial  stocks  for  domestic  ci\-ilian  use  arc  considerably  larger  than 
a  year  earlier. 

Moat  supplies  during  the  remainder  of  19^2  arc  cxprctcd  to  be  less  than  a 
year  earlier.     Supplies  of  pork,  despite  a  record  spring  pig  crop,  will 
bo  loss  than  a  year  ago  due  to  hocxv;/  purch.asc  of  pork  and  lard  for 
military  and  Lond-Lease,     Larger  slaughter  supplies  of  b;jcf  than  a  year 
ago  will  help  to  make  up  for  some  of  the  reduction  in  pork  supplies  for 
civilian  use.    Supplies  of  lamb  arc  expected  to  be  about  the  same  as  a 
year  ago.    Beef,  lamb,  and  por!c  arc  selling  at  prices'  well  above  a  year 
agoj  price  ceilings  have  boon  applied  to  beef  and  pork.     Increases  in  mar- 
ketings of  poultry  will  help  to  make  up  for  some  of  tlxo  shipments  on  pork.
